GOLDWATER INTRODUCES NEW _ Barry Goldwater, K7UGA, has introduced new legislation, 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS BILL S-929, into Congress amending the Communications Act. 
It is co-sponsored by Senator Robert Packwood (R,OR) and 
Howard Cannon (D, NY) the current Chairman and Ranking Minority Member of the Senate Com= 
merce Committee. It is also sponsored by Communications Sub-Committee members , Senators 
Schmitt, Pressler, Stevens, Hollins and Inouye. Senator Harrison Schmitt (Ry NM) is a Ph.D and 
a former astronaut..... Senator Ernest Hollins (D,SC) is the current subcommittee Chairman. All 
sponsors are very influential Congressmen. F- 


The Senate Bill (S-929) gives the FCC authority to regulate RFI susceptibility to home entertain- 
ment devices and allows the Commission to use volunteers. The Dannemeyer language (D&B 3,7) 
is incorporated into the Goldwater bill and like the Dannemeyer (R,CA) bill, also covers CB 

(as well as amateur volunteers) and volunteer administration by amateurs of the Novice ham 
examination. S-929 also changes the "Section 605 secrecy provisions" so that they do not apply 
to amateur communications. Even though many thought the 605 provisions did not apply to 
amateur communication, a legal determination during the Guyana/People's Temple tragedy was 
made to the contrary. The bill establishes minimum performance standards for home entertain- 
ment (audio and visual) electronics to reduce RFI sensitivity and provides the FCC with the optior 
of making all radio licenses valid for a ten year rather than a five year period. 


Another key feature of the Goldwater bill provides "point-of-sale" regulation for transmitters, 
RF power amplifiers and component kits so that a person not possessing a valid license can not 
obtain electronic radiating devices that he is not licensed for. Also barred by this portion of the 
bill would be such illegal equipment as radar jammers and other equipment sold as amateur gear. 


S-929 includes a much wider scope than just amateur radio, but this is the portion of the bill 


that is of the most interest to all of you. $-270 (Communications Act Rewrite) sponsored by 
basically the same Congressmen is also under consideration and is consistent with President 


| Reagan's announced intention of reducing the size of the bureaucracy and trimming spending.

IMARS — 
what is it? 


1 MARS is the acronym for the Military 
t Affiliate Radio System. This MARS is 
1 over 50 years old, having been con- 
| stituted in November 1925 as the Army 
| Amateur Radio System (AARS), by a few 
far-sighted members of the U.S. Army 
Signal Corps. 

At the onset of World War II (when 
Amateur Radio operations were suspend- 
ed for the duration), 5,600 of the approx- 
imately 60,000 FCC licensed Amateur 
Radio operators were members of the 
AARS. During 1946, the AARS was reac- 
tivated, and in 1948 it was expanded to 
include the U.S. Air Force: and renamed. 
| the Military Amateur Radio System. In 
} 1956, it was given its present name. 

During 1962, it was expanded to a tri- 
service program under Department of 
Defense (DOD) control, along with the ac- 
tivation of the U.S. Navy-Marine Corps 
MARS on 1 January 1963. By 1975, this 
tri-service program had grown to over 
14,000 volunteer members. 

The mission (purpose) of the MARS 
program is to provide: 1) DOD sponsored 
emergency, unclassified communications. 
on a local, national or international basis 
as an adjunct to normal communications. 
2) Auxiliary communications for military, 
civil and/or disaster officials during 
emergency conditions. 3) A potential. 
reserve of trained radio communications: 
personnel for military service, when need- 
ed, by promoting the study and ex- 
perimentation in radio communications 
and electronics. 4) A means to handle 
morale (third-party) and other authorized 
record and voice communications traffic 
for U.S. Armed Forces, and authorized 
U.S. Government civilian personnel sta- 
tioned throughout the world. 

In essence, it is a combination of ARES 
and NTS rolled up together and expanded 
to operate on a worldwide basis.

Contests ... 
why?

For every avid contester, there is prob- 
ably an avid contest hater. For the ma- 
jority of amateurs, however, contesting 
may simply be a somewhat puzzling and 
incompletely perceived activity which is 
to be tolerated while it clutters up the 
bands periodically. Many amateurs — in- 
cluding a lot of beginners — cannot 
fathom why someone would sit at his 
radio for 36 hours (with minimum breaks) 
working a contest. Sounds too much like 
work! 

Well, it is .. . if you are serious about it. 
Like any other aspect of this hobby (or 
any hobby), to be good at something 
takes a personal commitment. On the 
other hand, you can participate in this ac- 
tivity without being serious. 

Serious or not, there are two basic 
reasons why contest operation can be 
good for you and our hobby. First, con- 
test operation allows you to improve your 
operating efficiency. Working on the air 
in a leisurely ragchew situation is certain- 
ly fun.-But it doesn’t help you become ef- 


_ficient. Efficiency in a radio operator im- 


plies speed and accuracy. If you are ever 
called upon to operate under emergency 


- conditions, you will need both speed and 


accuracy ... someone’s life may depend: 
on you!.In some situations, you may get 
only one chance to copy a piece of infor: 
mation which is vital. You have to be able 


to be fast and accurate. Contesting allows . 


you to determine just how good of an 
operator you are. Can you make 60 QSOs 


per hour? Even if all you exchange is call. 


sign, state and signal report, 60 contacts 
per hour is beyond most radio amateurs. 

Yet 60 per hour is only marginally ac- 
ceptable for contesting. 100 to 120 per 
hour is considered ‘‘good.”’ To do that 
consistently requires good ears, excellent 


coordination and attention. (Hearing the 


station is‘ one thing; you also have to 
record the information.) You have to

The KERCHUNKERS (Des Moines 
chapter) meet each day when the repeater is 
not in use. To qualify as a kerchunker one 
must show his skill by pressing the 
microphone button long enough to activate 
the repeater but not long enough to LD. or 
be identified. To be'a certified kerchunker, 
one must follow this procedure successively 
until the mike’ finger fatigues-or someone 
wants to use the repeater. - 

Be careful to kerchunk when you know no 
one is listening, so that legitimate repeater 
users will not be irritated and put an anti- 
kerchunk device on the repeater.

RADIATION DEATH DECISION The March T98T issue of Microwave Systems News reports 


"FIRST OF ITS KIND“ on a legal decision in favor of the widow of a 58 year old 
employee of New York Telephone who died of a disease 
referred to as "microwave sickness". Samuel Yannon worked for 8 years with microwave links 
on the. 87th floor of the Empire State Building before contracting a fatal illness. He died from 
this illness in 1974 which an “expert witness" (a Dr. Zaret) said was ‘microwave sickness - a 
disease "well-known in the Soviet Union". Zaret said that at a 1973 symposium held in Warsaw. 
"reported on over 100 cases of this disease". He claims to have discovered a micro-wave syn= 
drome resulting in "radiant energy cataracts". Zaret is a practicing Ophthalmologist. EPA 
officials agreed that the microwave links Yannon worked on met or exceeded present safety stan— 
dards and that “There's a lot of difference between a legal decision and scientific fact." An 
-award of $28,000 has been awarded to Yannon's widow. An appeal is expected by the defendant, 
It is interesting to note that the USSR and other Soviet bloc countries have set a lower standard 
than the United States.on non-ionizing radiation. While American scientists feel that a. safety 
standard of 10 milliwatts per square centimeter is safe, Soviet standards are up to 10,000 times 
more stringent! The Soviet Union has a civilian exposure standard of one microwatt per square 
centimeter and 10 microwatts per square centimeter for "occupation groups" for unlimited exposurp. 


@SENATE BILL S-821 WAS INTRODUCED MARCH 27TH by Bob Packwood, Barry Goldwater, 
Harrison Schmitt and Larry Pressler seeking to reimpose radio license fees. Although the bill 
called for a $25 fee in the private radio services, we could find no specific mention of CB and/or 
amateur radio licenses. The proposed legislation authorized the FCC to “waive or delay payment 
of any fee"-and it.is possible that this will apply’ to the_personal radio services. More later. 


CABLE TV POSES INTERFERENCE Cable TV companies are allowed to use various frequencied 
THREAT TO AMATEUR RADIO to rebroadcast their programming. ...including amateur 
radio spectrum. The president of the Columbia (SC) Ama- 
teur Radio Club, Phil Wade (KA4JPM) noted in their newsletter that 145.25 MHz is the freq- 
vency allocated to Cable TV's Channel 18 and that it had been heard on two meters. FCC specs 
say the cable companies can radiate .2 microvolts per square meter at 10 feet using a half wave 
dipole as a reference. Poor cable TV wiring and bad connections can cause RFI to amateur radio 
and you should be aware of this. It is the cable TV's responsibility to be certain that no inter- 
ference exists. If you suspect a cable TV interference problem we suggest you send a report of 
this to the ARRL Intruder Watch program and notify your local FCC field office. And speaking of 


intruders, did you know that there are now 429 broadcast stations using 121 frequencies in our 
80, 40 and 20 meter bands?

Even in our affluent, permissive socie- 
ty, one can only wonder at this waste of.

over the welfare and-rights of 
the majority.
